sing question of war with Germany over the immediate issue of the ruthless 
destruction of three unarmed American merchant ships.

has committed thtr "overt act." which precipitates a virtual state of war. 


The next step beyond the arming of merchant IP eu, now 
going for- 


ward, is the dispatch of warships to clear the trans-Atlantic lanes- of sub- 
marines. 


PRESIDENT MAY SUMMON CONGRESS 


President Wilson vyas considering carefully all courses open to him. 


He might continue arming merchantmen. 3d at present, until the special 
session of congress called for April Ifi: he might summon congress to meet 
immediately to authorize him to take aerpres'-ive action against the sub- 
marine menace; or he might declare forthwith that a state of war exists. 
Some officials staled he already has ample power for the last course, but 
that this would be .subject to approval by congress. 


WASHINGTON. MARCH 19.—From thruout Germany reports are per- 


colating presaging an ominous outlook for the imperial government. The 
success of the Russian revolution, where the people have thrown off the 
yoke of oppression which rested heavily upon them for centuries, has given 
pronounced impetus to influences which are at work thruout the entire 
German empire to stop a war which is sapping the people of their lifers 
blood, to oust the kaiser from his throne and forever crush the militaristic 
policy which has plunged the country into the greatest war of all times. 


To many, the sudden withdraws^ of German troops occupying French 


territory is construed to be due as much to a fear of a revolution at home 
as to the military plans to shorten the German front. 
Confirmation of the 


reports that the German people want peace and an end to "junkerism" is 
given in the news of the stormy session of the Prussian diet, following 
the address of the imperial chancellor. Dr. von Bethmann-Hollweg. 
In an 


impassioned outburst, Herr Leinert, a Socialist Democrat, denounced the 
upper chamber for its war policy.
